The 


Gettysburg youth who disappeared so 
mysteriously 
from 
Pittsburgh 
on 


April 25th last, is in Texas. A form- 
er resident of town has written to his • 
mother, Mrs. C. M. Wolf, telling of 
meeting young Timmins and also tell- 
ing where she can find him. On the 
back of the letter ^iere is written, 
"Heilo, Dear Mother, William", and 
the handwriting is unmistakably rhat 
of the missing young man. 


This glad news came in this morn- 


ing's mail and Mrs. Wolf and the rela- 
tives and friends of the young man 
are more than delighted over it. One 
clue after another has been run down, 
the best detectives obtainable were 
employed to no avail, and for almost 
a vear the situation was one of mys- 
tery to the community and worry to 
the family. The latter came from an 
entirely unexpected source but one 
wh:ch is thoroughly reliable and there 
can be no question about the boy "be- 
ing loc-ated. 


Early in the year of 1917 William 


Trrrffiilns went to Pittsburgh to accept . 
a ncsition of trust with the Dunlevy 
Paeking Company. 
He lived there 


ivith his uncle. Mr. Cannon, who holds ' 
a responsible position with the sanie 
company. Timmias was getting along 
nicely at his work wher., on April 
25th last, he left the home of- his 
uncle about noon say:r*z that he was . 
going to purchase a sait. 
While on 


this errand he telephoned to a friend 
that he would meet him at a moving 
picture show jn a short while. He 
failed to keep the appointment and 
no trace was found of -"im from that 
time on until to-day. 


One story after another was circu- 


lated sbsut the probable whereabouts 
of the missing man. The most recent 
was brought a few -seeks ago when a 
soldier on one of the truck trains told . 
of meeting a man by the name of 
W:lliam Timmins at Eiko. Nevada. . 
He claimed the man gave this name 
and said he was from. 
Gettysburg-. 


The description tal!--ed with that of 
the missing yoitch and letters were 
immediately ser.t but no repiy has 
been received.
